No Federal Statistics Collected Since 


1866-Few States Have Made

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The presi- 


dent Bent a message to congress today 
calling attention to the fact that no 
statistics on marriage and divorce have 
been collected since 18S6 and recommend- 
ed legislation.- 
""The'following" is'the" text of the mes- 
sage:

I call the attention of the congress to 


the fact that iio statistics have been col- 
lected by the federal government upon 
the subject of marriage and divorce since 
the vear 1886 and that but few of the 
state, have provision for the collection 
of such statistics.

The institution of marriage is of course 


at the very foundation of social organi- 
ation and all influences that affect that 
stitution are of vital concern to tne 
eople of the whole country. There is a 
-idespread conviction that the divorce 
aws are dangerously lax and indifferent 
v administered in some of the states re- 
ulting in a diminishing regard for the, 
anctity of the marriage relation. 
The hope is entertained that co-opera- 
ion amongst the several states can be 
ecured to the end that there may be en- 
cted, upon the subject of .marriages and 


divorce, uniform laws, containing all pos- 
ible safeguards for the security of the 
amily. intelligent and prudent action in

•s -Beyond the fact of the attack at 


.._rsaw resulting in the. wounding of 
the British vice consul who is now in a 
hospital, the British embassy here has 
r,o details of the affair, but Sir Charles 
Hardingc, the British ambassador, has al- 
ready delivered a note to Foreign Minis- 
ter Lamsdorff asking for an immediate 
investigation and explanation, reserving 
anv claims which may be hereafter made 
nnd at the same time asking for the pro- 
tection of British consuls throughout the 
empire. By the first train he also dis- 
patched- Major-papier, the British mili- 
tary attache, to Warsaw to secure a-full 
report on the circumstances. Count 
Lamsdorff replied to Ambassador. Ear- 
dinge's second note on the subject of the 
Moscow placards by saying that instruc- 
tion* had been sent to remove all traces 
of the placards from the streets. It is 
now learned, however, that similar no- 
tice* had been posted at Libau and Re- 
val which led to a renewal of representa- 
tions on thi? score.

A Muk- 
den dispatch, however, says the Japan- 
ese were driven back on their left for a 
distance of five miles and were defeated 
with heavy losses in an attempt to take 
the famous Lone Tree hill. On January

line is not involved. A St. Petersburg 
dispatch says' that the Russians

ivostok with a cargo of provisions and 
forage was seized yesterday by the Jap- 
anese in the Pacific ocean east of Mok- 
kaido island. 


A dispatch from London dated Jan. 


25, stated that a steamer with a black 
funnel encircled with two red bands was 
ashore at Vladivostok and that it was 
supposed to be the M. S. Dollar, sailing 
from San Francisco on Dec. 31, but no 
details of the accident to the big steam- 
er have been received. It was deemed 
possible that she had been run ashoro 
purposely to avoid capture by Japanese 
warships.

committee on naval affairs today decided 
upon tho naval increase program to be 
incorporated in the naval appropriation 
bill, providing for but two battleships. 
They are to be of 16,000 tons each, repre- 
senting the largest type and carrying the 
heaviest armament and armor.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—The most startling 


and impressive development so far of the 
Russian situation is the announcement 
that the Boyevaya, the executive branch 
of terrorists, has placed the czar on the 
list of those condemned to death.

is the first time the emperor of Russia 
has been condemned by this organiza- 
tion that has the gruesome reputation of 
never having failed to compass the death 
of a man against whom its edict has been 
issued.

the Fighting league, which is its English 
designation, informed the czar that he 
was not menaced by the body. 


The Fighting league consists of a hun- 


dred men, reputed to be the pick of tho 
extremists of Russia. Every apostle of 
violence among the Russian radicals cher- 
ishes an ambitton to be chosen one of this 
committee. It is the direct successor of 
the terrorist's organization that was ex- 
terminated at the time of the assassina- 
tion of the present can's grandfather.

]i"ht bluish tinge. I once, with a pair 
f bullet molds,-extracted the fangs oi a 
ivo rattle snake and bravely-played the 
nake charmer for the other boys. Had 
I known that the fangs would be rc- 
,ewed in about six weeks I would have 
,ecn a little more careful. 


• ONE SPECIES EXTIKCT. 


The- Massasanga has- been totally ex- 


tinct here for about twenty years. The 
Pilot snake ia conRned to very few local- 
ities'and is one of the rarest snakes in 
the world. In 1853 I caught the big one 
that is in the Smithsonian institute. I 
cot him home alive, but his coils made 
my wrists ache on the way. Thirty 
years ago I estimated the number ,,of 
striped or garter snakes on this farm at 
three thousand. There are less 
than 


thirty snakes now. Why they are call- 
ed garter snakes I do not know, perhaps 
because they arc'so clean and bright, 
| 


they are cleaner than any bird and shed 
their skins twice a year. I have wit- 
nessed 
this operation: the skin rolls 


back like turning a stocking and you 
always find them wrong side out. \\on- 
dcrful it is, but in shedding the old skin 
the old lens comes off the eye and there 
is a clean new one for the snake. Over 
forty years ago I marked a great many 
snakcs by cutting off several inches of 
their tails, thus to learn if they rambled 
much and to ascertain their age. Tbe 
result was that I never found, b.ut one 
as far as two miles away and one of 
those "stubtails1' is on the farm yet.

solid food? I have liberated a toad that 
had been many days in a snake's stom- 
ach, (must have had rather a dark and 
dismal time). The toad was more than 
twenty times the size of the snakes 
hcnd;"this shows that there are no mus- 
cles to contract the jaws for a bite. If 
YOU skeletonize a snake you find that 
he has legs and feet: they curve down 
in pairs and arc encased in the trans- 
verse scales. In gliding along sections 
of these scales open, take hold and pull 
whilst other sections arc closed and 
move the other way. 


HOW TO FIND OUT. 


It is hard to describe, but if you do as 


I have often done, put them inside your 
shirt and let them go around your body, 
then you will know how a snake walks. 
They arc cold blooded and a few of them 
next to your flesh on a hot summer day 
is quite 'refreshing unless you arc hide- 
bound with prejudice. A snake cannot 
glide across a dusty road but wobbles 
across; his feet get no hold of the dust; 
hi* forked tongue contains no venom, is 
soft as velvet to your cheek and leaves 
no stain. The garter snake is vivipar- 
ous, the green snake lays eggs for tho 
gun to hatch. Some snake facts are: 
that no snake north of the Ohio river 
ever grew to bo seven feet long, thai 
there never was a thorntnil snake, tha' 
a hoop-snake ia n. physical impossibility 
and that there never was and never wil 
be- srnch a thing as a cabbage snake.

In average 
years an acre yields 1,400 pounds and 
gives a net return of $27.50, consider- 
ably more than other cropr,.

under cotton, but the prospects for ex- 
tending the crop are not encouraging, 
the area of the land suitable for cot- 
ton raising being limited In extent

BY MATTER'S DAUGHTER 


Be-iicvcd Attempt was Made to Assault 


Her and That Failing, Pistol 


and Knife Ended Thoir 


Lives. 


' Burlington, residents were, highly ex- 
cited shortly after 6 o'clock 
Saturday 


night when it wa* discovered that Hor- 
aoo Howe, a boarder, had murdered Mrs. 
Daniel F. Foloy, ci her home on Geneva 
street, almost in the very center of tho 
town. 


The horrible discovery was made by a 


10 year old daughter of Mrs, Foley 
when she went home nnd saw the dead 
bodice, covered with blood, lying on the 
floor of tho kitchen and adjoining room. 
It is believed that Howe attempted to 
assault Mra. Foloy and that when a fight 
ensued 
ho shot her twice, cut 
her 


throat and ended his own life by cutting 
liia throat. 


RESIDENT SHORT TIME THERE. 
Horace Ho\vc was 33 years old and 


formerly resided on a r>2-acrc farm in 
Michigan, between Detroit and Hillsdale 
Two years ago ho was married at that 
place, had trouble with his relatives, left 
and settled in Burlington last June, se- 
curing employment in the plant of the 
Wisconsin Condensed 
Milk company 


Only two weeks ago his wife was at 
Burlington on a. visit. Little is known 
of his history in Burlington.

BORROWED A REVOLVER. 


Howe did not work Saturday, pleading 


to the factory foreman that ho was sick, 
but in the afternoon he called and se- 
cured his pay. At tho same time he 
borrowed a revolver fro-.u a fellow work- 
man, saying that he desired to shoot a

It is supposed Ho\vo returned to the 


house at once and what transpired is a 
matter of conjecture. Citizens 
boliuve 


that the man was in love with Mrs. 
Foley, that he either made an assault or 
proposed marriage, wns repulsed

himself. 


Six shots were firod from the revolv- 


er, only two taking effect, the others 
lodging in the woodwork and walh of 
tho house. There were indications that 
tho shots did not kill Mrs, Foley and to 
mnko, sure the man cut her throat.

ANAPOL1S, Md.,Jan. 30—Before a 


hoet of their friends and relatives who 
come from all parts of the country to 
witness thek graduating, the 114 mem- 
bers of'the first class at the Naval aca- 
demy today completed their four years' 
course and received-their diplomas at the 
hands of President Roosevelt. The pres- 
ident was introduced by Captain Brown- 
son, who said:

He then talked to the members of the 


graduating class reminding them that 
one of their great duties was "to see 
that your shot hits." In the naval en- 
gagements of modem times, the president 
said, the defeated belligerents were de- 
feated through no lack of bravery, but 
hrough lack of preparation or defective 
material.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30—The Japan- 


ese government has presented a note to 
this government regarding the commun- 
ication recently addressed by Russia to 
the powers on the subject of the neu- 
trality of China,, repelling the nccusa 
tious of Russia that call in question the 
good faith nnd loyalty of Japan to her 
engagement. 


BF.RLIN, Jan. 30.—The Russian gov 


crnment'3 reply to China's declarations 
that she hns not infringed neutrality nor 
permitted Japan to do so is a renssertion 
that she hns done so. The Russian note 
which was communicated to the powers 
Saturday gave specifications of what is 
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from thoir work, to prevent the due dis- 
patch of l:md and sea forces to the far 
cnst and the supplying of the active army 
with all its needs. Russia's enemies urn 
striving to shake down her pillnrn of 
orthodoxy and autocracy, without which 
Russia would coino to ruin. 


"What a grief it is tiuit orthodox poo- 


pie should rise agninst the lawfiipower 
nnd OEiinst ono, another 
while their 


brothers tiro fighting in the fur east and 
the emperor nnd empress aro. endeavoring 
to alleviate the suunrings of the wound- 
ed." 


The circular concludes with adjuring 


the people to ro.ndor obedience to the em- 
peror and the authorities.

Let 
the rich do good, nnd let the workers 
obey God's command* and 
beware of
